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SUPPLEMENTAL REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is a supplemental examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
the limitations reciting a cutting tool having a body with an opening and an extension 
assembly including a connecting tube, an extension rod connectable to the connecting 
tube and rotatably fittable into a cylinder wherein the cylinder is connectable to the 
opening of the body as claimed in combination with other limitations set forth in claim 1 1 
are not anticipated or made obvious by the prior art. For example, Beutner teaches a 
rotary saw having a body with an opening and an assembly having a connecting tube, a 
rod connectable to the connecting tube and rotatably fittable into a cylinder. However, 
Beutner fails to disclose the cylinder being connectable to the opening of the body as 
set forth in claim 1 1 . Furthermore, Stanich teaches a device for increasing the distance 
between the power head and a bit of a power screwdriver. Frenkel teaches a 
detachable adapter for power drive tools including a cutting tool. Yamada teaches a 
handle assembly for a portable power operated tool. However, Stanich, Frenkel, and 
Yamada, alone or in combination, do not teach the cutting tool having the body with the 
opening and the extension assembly including the connecting tube, the extension rod 
connectable to the connecting tube and rotatably fittable into the cylinder wherein the 
cylinder is connectable to the opening of the body as claimed in combination with other 
limitations set forth in claim 1 1 .
